Tbe Railway— Imperial 
Gnarantee- 

The readei" is awaro tliat tlio Impe- 
rial Government undnrtook to guiuan- 
teo a loan of two ami a half niillioiiH 
Bterliug for the Canadian Pacific liail- 
■way. This vraa so olosoly aasociatc*'! 
■with tho accoptance of the Treaty of 
Washington by Canada that tho 'TinioH' 
rather uncivilly accused tho Imperial 
Goverunient of offering' and Canada 
of accepting a, bribe. Canada justly 
conceived herself to have a claim 
againsfc the United States in rcsi)e(;t 
or damages and expenditures growin;^ 
. onf of Mm Ponian Baids. Tlin Ini]io- 
rinl GoTcrument tacitly admitiod the 
claim; but to have pressed it l)ofor(3 
tho Joint Hif!'h CommisHion wculd 
have been to complicate negotiatiouH 
and possibly defeat the object of the 
CommiBsion, which was to re-establish, 
upon a |broad and enduring basis, 
international good feeling. It is i)rob- 
able that tho United States Govern- 
ment would not have dared, on the 
eve of a Presidential election, to con- 
sent to tiie admission of the Canadian 
Fenian claims — claims certainly less 
remote and consequential in their na- 
ture than those that vrero being urged 
against Great Britain. Under tlie.so 
circumstances, what wan to bo donoV 
To put an end to all vexatious disputes 
and establish friendly relations be- 
tween the two great Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions was a matter of such importance 
that the Canadian Fenian claims wore 
less, when weighed in tho scales 
against it, than a feather shaken from 
the linnet's wing. Was Canada, by in- 
sisting upon claims undeniably just 
in ,tiiemselves, but infinitesimal in 
point of imjjortance when compared 
with the main object aimed at, was she 
to become the obstacle'? No. Canada did 
not say 

"io loyal iB too coatly," 

and insist upon her claims. She mag- 
nanimously waived these claims in 
the general interest of tho Em2)iic 
and became a willing party to tljo 
Treaty. But what return tlid sucli 
patriotism meet with at tlio hands of 
the 'Times?' She was taunted with 
accepting a paltry bribe from the pa- 
ternal Govei-nment. Was it in the na- 
ture of a bribe that Great Bntain did 
less than her duty to her ma;j;nificent 
colonial Empire by guarantoeing a 
loan of two and a half millions for a 
national work that will cost more than 
twenty-five millions? The following- 
very interesting correspondence.which 
recently took place between Lord 
Kimberley and Lord Dufferin, tends to 
show tliat the guarantee was not re- 
garded in any such light by either par- 
ty. In September Lord Dutl'eriu. 
■who had then succeeded Lord Lisgar, 
transmitted a minute of Conncil re- 
specting an Imperial guarantee for the 
Canadian Pacific Eailway Bill, 
and proposing that the guarantee of 
£2,000,000 wliich her :\Iajcsty's Gov- 
ernment had agreed to recommend to 
Parliament should be increased to Xi,- 
000,000 on condition that the present 
guarfenteed loan of £l,f)(H),()i)i) fen- 
fortifications bo abandoned, and also 
tho promise on thoi^art of Her3Iajesty'H 
Govornnioiit to supply arnmnient.s. 
Lord Kiniberk-y, in stating tho course 
•which the Government were prepared 
to "adopt, wrote:— 

. "Her Majesty's Government observe 
with satisfaction that the Privy Coun- 
cil declare that, if sucli defensive 
works should lieroaftor be requir- 
ed, Canada would not shrink from the 
responsibility of undertaking them. 
Hor Majesty's Government have perform- 
ed their part of tho works planned in 18G5 
by tho iuiprovomont of tho fortificutions 
of Quebec, and thoy are not disposed to 
question the propriety of tho Camuiian 
Govornraeut choosing tho timo when they 
may think fit to commence the important 
military works whiob Canada undertook 
&3 her sliaro of the projected system of 
defonao. Thoy fully recognizo the neeos- 
•ity of providing safe and r:i)iid meana of 
communication througii IJritiih territory 
betwoou tho older I'rovincos of tho Do- 
minion and tho vast region wliich has 
b«on brought under the control of tlic 
Omtadian Government by the iucori)oi a 
tion with the Dominion of British ColiUii 
bia and the country formerly governed by 
tho Hudson's Ji;iy Company, uiul also tho 
urgency in tho inturests of coinmereo of 
improving tho Canadian caiml.s; and 
though thoy hold it a salutary rulo, not to 
b« lightly deijartod from, thnt tins coun- 
try should not iaour contingent liabiliticn 
for oipenditures which naturally fall up- 
on that part of tho Empire ivliioli iHtoreap 
tho direct b(iiiofit of tlio outlay, they luo 
willing, looking to the psculiar poHiti(jn 
of the Dominion and the heavy responsi- 
bilitioH recently thrown upon it, greater, 
probably tlian were ever before uiider- 
takon by a Colonial Government, to malio 
an exception in this ease. Tiiey will, 
thoreforo, be prepared, when tho time 
arrives for tho proixisal of tho guariuitiK) 
of tho loan of £2,500,001), to innort in tho 
bill a clause transfering tho guarantee of 
£1,100,000 for fortifiuatioiiB to a loan for 
the same purposes as those for which tho 
loan of £2,500,000 is to bo applied. With 
re.-spocf. to tiio pledge to jnovido ariua- 
ments, there appear to her j\r(ijo.sty's (Jov- 
erninent to bo sorious objoctions to tho 
substitution for this pledge of a new 

li ' jniitrantee for a loan of £400,000. It is 
difflouli to perceive any common measiiro 
botwoen a Parliament guurantoo for aeor- 
taiu Hum, and tiiu oldigatioii to provi(h; 
tho cont of armainnnts, an oljligalioii not 
to arisa until the works shall iiavB Iicen 
actually coiuplutod; and whilst Parlin- 
mont might bo wdling to consent to a 

-1 simple 'transfer of a guarantee in no way 
increasing the liabilities of this country, 
it might reasonably demur at uiidiu-tiik- 
iiig a now giiai-ftiitco in niliirii I'oi- (ho 
ftbandonmcnt of an ongagomeiit of an en- 
tirely dilToront kind. They liiiv(!, Ihei-e- 
foro, after careful oonsidoiaf ion, thouglit 
it better not to go beyond tho total sum of 
£3,600,000,- io which the guarantee al- 
ready givoa »nd that wbiou thoy have 
Agreed to propoia (ogetUr amount. 



Who Did It ? 

In its edition of yesterday the Oovern- 
ineiitorgun suid, ''Tlie '.'ulunitst, in its lead- 
ing article of yesterday, says tho ]>rosont 
Ministry is not entitled to the credit of 
tho various mcasuri^s inauguratod for tho 
iidvancamout of tho I'roviuco; ' and it pro- 
ceeded to found cortain observations 
thereon. Now, tho abov» is a disingenuous 
distortion, lleferring to the ridiculous 
picture, given the day before, of the won- 
derful bufltlu and progress buperinducod 
by those now in poirer, -wo askod, "JJut, 
thon. how much of this ghjwing ]iicturo 
istnio? .\ud of tiiat which is triio (if 
any) how much is duo to tho present Ad- 
ministration? " Tho reader will, thero- 
foro, pcreeivo how very unfairly our lan- 
gTiago was (piotod. Bnt even accepting 
tlio languugo the organ jnits into our 
mouth, wo ask it lo point out, if it can, 
what measures tho prcisent .Vdiniuistra- 
tion "inaugurated for the ad viiiii'^unent of 
the rrovince." Tho truth is. very few 
measures can fairly bo credited to tho 
present Government; and of these there 
are fowor atill, it is to bo feared, ciilon- 
lated to proniiUe "the advaiiceniout of the 
i'roviuco." To be sure, tliorc is the Con- 
stitution Amondmout Act, increasing tho 
number of Ministers and the numbsr of 
portfolios, thereby greatly iiicrt^nsiiir/ tlio 
burdens of the people and dea-casUig their 
power to influence the administration of 
affairs or control the actions of Ministers. 
15ut it can hardly bo conteiidod with any 
show of reason that this was "for tho 
advaneen;ont of tho rroviuco." Thoy 
Rortaihly inu[<ht well in dofenso of their 
big salaries, iind against l)eing required 
to go back to theii constituents for re- 
election in aecordaueo -svith the unques- 
tioned prineijiles of J!esi)oiisible Govern- 
ment. Jiut, then, that wasn't "for the 
iulvanceiueiit of tlio I'roviueo," but mere- 
ly for the advaneeinont of their own pri- 
vate interests, at the expense of those of 
tlui Provinee. That there was some use- 
ful legislation last sesaion, we arc glad to 
think. But of that whieh -iTas good and 
useful, lunrmnchcan fairly be i)ut dosrn 
to tho eredit of tho Ooveiiuncnt now in 
ofliee? As for their so much vauntod re- 
tronehra(Mit, the country is learning by 
degrees how much that T-as worth; and 
ere tho year is out it w-ill bo known to 
have beeu worth considerably less than 
nothing. But, of course, it's the duty of 
tho organ to make black appear -white if 
it can. That's wdiat it is paid for. And 
yet it should be careful not to rub tho 
whitewash on too hard, for fear of mixing 
up the blaok with it.

Tlxe Colonial Empire- 

In tho Briti.Hli House of Cominona, last 
month, Lord E. Cocil ro.soto call attuntiou 
to the niuluo tiixalion now inipo.sod upon 
tho taxpayers of tho Uuitetl Kingdom fin- 
tho dofcnoe of the colonies, and to move 
"That this House ia of 6pinion that tha 
time has now come when, having regard 
to the best interests of the. Empire, tko 
^tdk^ayers of the United Kingdom should 
be relieved froni tho unoqtial burden of 
taxation which they havo liithorto liorne 
for Imjiorial piiriuise^ ; and that with this 
view, each oolony Kliouhl he invited to 
conti-ibuto, in proiioilion to its ])opti]a- 
tion and wealth, such annual contingont.< 
of men or such sums of money towards 
tho defence of tho omijire aa may, by ar- 
rangement botweon tho Homo and Colo- 
niiil Governmouta, bo hereafter doamsd 
just and necessary." His Lordship sup- 
ported this rosolntion in a speech of some 
loni-tli, but chiolly distinf^nished fur the 
wunt of familiarity with tliemil)iect it din- 
played. Ho was followed by 'Mr. 11. X. 
Fowlor, M-liu op)>o,siul the motion and os- 
pres.sed a hope that it would not be pro.s- 
sed to a division. The parent empire, ho 
thought, would elieerfnlly bear all tho 
expenses incurred on behalf of tho colo- 
nies, rather than snlTer tho loss of thorn, 
which would reduce CTrc.it Jiritain to a 
third-r.ito power. Nothing, he said, could 
bo more fatal than a soveranoo bntwooii 
tUo Old Country and Oauada. Ho had 
heard with gruat pain the word '•bribe" 
uatid in respect to the loan made to tho 
Canadian aoveruraont. That was a most 
improper osprossion. Tho national et- 
chequer did not risk one farthing in tlio 
transaction, ivliilo it enabled Canada to 
raise money upon bettor terms tlian they 
would have been able to do. He was glad 
to take that opportunity of repudiating 
the offensive word, [In oonolhsion, he 
■«'ould express a hope that his noble 
friend would not press his motion to a 
division. Mr. Knatchbnll-Hugesson , 
Under Secretary for thn Colonies, deliver- 
ed fttelling speech in defense of tho Colo- 
nies, »bo\ving that tho noble lord had 
greatly misapprehended facts, that the 
Colonies wore but a light charge upon 
the Mother Country, those of them pos- 
sessing constitutional government being 
nearly, if not onliroly, solf-snpportinj;. 
Going back to ISD'J, ho found tho expon- 
ditura for the Colonien amouutod to 
iC3,383,033, whereas now it was only about 
one-half. This saving had bean ell'oeted 
not by woakoiiing tho dofonces of the 
colonics, but by an economical system of 
concentration and inculcating a spirit of 
*elf-reliance most boaoficial to iho Colo- 
fflies themselves. 

,Jfr, Gladstone spoka in opposition to 
the motion, and wont at some length into 
an exposition of tlie colonial policy of lii.s 
admin isti-ati'JU. What they wished to sec 
was not that tho polonies .should — under 
pressure— be brought to give grudgingly 
towards tho Imperial taponsos. but the 
true spirit of freodom growing in tho colo- 
nial oomniunities to 'such a degree that 
thoy would be |)ro])arcd willingly, and even 
with eagerness' to tako their ]!art in bear- 
ing tho burdens of the emiiire. He liopeil 
tliAt those vievv-s would not limit them- 
«elv<3B to burdens that were local iii the 
laarrowcflt sense, but that more and more 
there would grow up tho desire to claim 
the privilege as well as submit to the bur- 
don of a share in tho groat inheritance of 
tho Ib-itish oiupire, and in the custody of 
that inheritance at large. His hon. friend 
opposite (Sir C. Addorley) had, in tho 
lumdsomeafc manner, acknowledged that 
ihey vrere moving iu tho right direution. 
If they were so, he felt quite confident 
that his right hon. fricntl would agrer; 
with him that it wouhl be far wi'<er, and 
passibly in; tho end far cheaper, to luavo 
this matter to its fn;e .and natural growth, 
and to andoavor to create in this country 
that'harmony and unity of feeling among 
all parties which might bcciu'o tho object 
they all had in view. If thoy could bring 
about that stato of things thoy might oafe- 
Jy tru&t to tlio natural freedom of tho in- 
stitutions in tho colonies for tho fiillil- 
ment in thu largest sense of all tho dutio.s 
and responsibilitio* of citizens of tlio Ihi- 
tish empira." Ws h»ve got into the habii 
of oxclamiog, "Save us from the Liber 
aU! " But, looking at tho motion of L(n-d 
Cocil, and conqjaring it with tho enuncia- 
tions of those now in power, one 
, leols, very strongly tempted to exclaim, 
"Save us from tho Tories! "

In Southoni Illinoia, when timber is 
scarce, it is planted for fuel, and the 
stalks are burned on every hearth- 
stone, while tho seoda are pressed for 
the oil they contain. The refuse is 
called "scrap-cake," and is excellent 
feed for stall-feeding either cattle oi 
hog.s. The best feature of it is that it 
thrives on barren, gruvBlly soil, where 
wheat or any of the other cereals 
would perish. Seventy pounds of the 
seed will yield a gallon of oil, wo;rth 
a dollar, while tbo refuse makes ex- 
cellont feed for tho domoBtic nnimals 
about the barnyard. When wo see so 
inuch wa^ite land about ns and hear so 
luauy coiiipbii uts 1 iiat "farming dnu't 
pay," wo think of the faithful plant 
that turns its face ever to tbe dog star 
as an emblem of fidelity. Its culture 
can bo guaranteed as a source of sub- 
stantial wealth, if jiroperly managed.
